The Country about it 
is very pleaſant. There are'ſeveral large Woods about it. 
The Land is moſt Plow'd, and Paſture Land; having very 
few Olive or Fruit trees. If the time of War with the Fe- 
netians, here is uſually a Baſſha with a Number of Horſe. 
who guard the Coaſt. There is no Fortification by the 
Sea-fide from the Gulph of Lepanto to'Navareenxe, ex- 
cept the Caſtle of Arcadia a. Mile from the Sea. From 
Rartrafs to Gaffon the way: is plain, and ſo: continues ta...

The Caſtle and Town ſtand on ſcragged Rocks, under 
high Mountains. The Caſtle is mk out of repair, nor 
can it be made ſtrong to reſiſt any Enemy, the Moun» 
tains ſo overlooking it. . Before it is a pleaſant Plain 
along the Sea ſide. It has no Harbour for Shipping, fo 
that they carry their Oyl and other Merchandize to 
Navareene. In time of Peace with the Yenetians, they 
carry them to Zante. The Town is ſmall and not 
much inhabired. 


NAVAREENE, formerly called PTLYS, 


Has 'the beſt Harbour in all the Morea. Tr is about 
five Miles long, -and three broad, having an land ly- 
iog before it called Spatoria. Formerly there where 
two Entrances into the Harbour, but in the Year 1571, 
when the Chriſtians obtained the great Victory over 
the Turks before the Gulph of Lepanto ; the Turks ha- 
ving ſeveral Ships, and Gallies in the 'Harboar, and 
fearing the Chriſtians would come in and deſtroy them, 
Kopped up the Entrance to the Weſt of the Ifland ( fo 
as only fmall Boats can now paſs; )and built a very ſtro 
Caſtle to th: Eaſtward called New Navareene, whic 
is very well built, and commands the Entrance. It 
has about Forty Guns, which are moſt towards the 
Sea. The Land to the South Eaſt lies high. To the 
Weſt end of the Harbour ſtands Old Navareene 
( formerly called Py/w ) on a high Hill very ſteep; 
the Walls are very much out of repair, great part 
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being-ſallen town: thereaarervary> few Tnhabitants in it. 
It might be made impregnable,” no hills being<near 
it. Icannot fay whether they haveany Guns in it. This 
place in other Maps is put down above j20 Miles from...

_ Is a very ftirong Caſtle which ſtands on 4'low Point 
of Land.

CALAMATA, formerly called THURIOM, 


Is at the bottom of the Bay of Cpron, about a Mile 
from the Sea. The Caſtle is but ſmall. The Town is 
near a Mile in Circumference, well Peopled, ſtandin 
on a riſing Ground, To the Welt is a very large wa. 
fertile Plain, in which are many Greek Villages, and two 
{mall Towns, the one called Cochiut Magna, the other 
Niſcia. The latter is moſt ſmall Iſlands, which little 
Rivers make. ( Niſcia ſignifying Iſlands in the Vulgar 
Greek. ) The Plain about Calamata towards the Sea is all 
planted with Vineyards, Olive, Figg and Mulberry-trees. 
On the Weſt part of the Bay by the Sea fide,, are the 
Ruines of Old Meſſina, which the Lacedemonians befieged 
with a powerful Army. The Meſſmeſes ſeeing they were 
not able to withſtand their Enemies Power, fired their 
City, imbarked themſelves, and went to $1c:{ia, where 
they built the preſent City of Meſſina.

MALUASIA4; formetly called EPIDAURES, 


Is a ſtrong Caſtle ſtanding on a Rock about twenty 
Miles to the North of the Cape St. Awzolo in the Ar- 
chipelago. It has a narrow and difficult Paſſage to the 
Continent. It is very well Fortified with Works, 
having about 100 good Guns; notwithſtanding it ſtands 
in the Sea, and ſeems to_ be all Rock, yet it hath ors 
the top a fine - Plain with Gardens and ſeveral Springs, 
with good Water. This place ſtands very convenient 
for tranſporting Men and Proviſion for Candy, not be- 
ing above thirty Leagues diſtance from Canea: Hence 
the Viſier X#pri-Og/e failed when he went for Candy, and 
more Souldiers were Shipped from hence for Candy ( in 
the late War ) than from any other Port of Turky. 
It _ is very populous, and the Seamen are efteemed 
the beſt of any in theſe parts. Here are the _ 

| ines, 
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Wines, eſteemed at Yenice to be the beſt of all in Greece. 


NAPOLI, 


Is a large City, now the chief in all the Morea, being 
above two Miles in Compaſs, the Sea going almoſt rcund 
it. The houſes ftand thick, and very full of People. Ir is 
the Sear of. the Baſſha. The Caſtle is well ſeated to 
the North , ſtanding above any parr of the Town. 
There is but one way into the City by.Land, which is 
at the ſide of high Mountains, very :difficult. The 
Harbour 1s very lecure, having 4 narrow entrance, 
paſſing Rocks ſo as- but one Gally can come in at a 
time. Before which Entrance 1s a Fort built on low 
Rocks, where are ſeveral very good Guns. It ſtands 
about 300 Paces from the Haven, have ſhoal Water 
round about it. No Ships can come to hurt the 
City with their Shot, it being cover'd to Seaward 
from any danger, by high and ſtrong Walls, on which 
and in the les are above 200 Guns. & 


ARGOS, 


Is about twenty four Miles from the Sea. It ſtands 
in a very fine Plain, having more Houſes and Inhabi- 
rants than Corinth, but: not ſo much ſcattered. . The 
Caſtle is ſeated on a Hill very pleafantly. The Walls 
are much gone to ruine, having but few Guns, and 
thoſe without Carriages. The Ruines are above three 
miles about the Caſtle. The Plain is very delightſome, 
abounding with Wine, Oyl, and all forts of Grain. 


TRAPOLIZZA, formerly called MEGALOPOLIS, 
Hath the Name of a City, tho' it be not ſo big as ſome 


Towns, It is now the cluet place of all the ( once Fa- 
mous 
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'mons) Province of. Arca4iz. © The. Tairks call- it Mora 
Orta, that is, the Center or Middle of the Morea. Here 
are very rich Turks," who have their Wealth in Land and 
Cattle; moſt being Graziers arid Husbandmen. ' This 
is the only place which deferyes the Name of a Town 
in the whole Province. The Great Moske was former- 
Þ a Heathen Temple. The Houſes are very mean: 
The Turks live moſt in their Farms, which they call 
Cheftlicks, not being in - da of Pyrats. The 
Province of Arcadias all furrounded with Mountains, 
moſt of which are covered with Woods. Yearly they 
burn: the Graſs and Bryers to clear the ground againſt 
the Spring, then very good Paſture grows up 1n its 
ſtead. There hath been many Villages, . ſome” have 
been Cities, but now the-4/baneſes, (who are the Shep- 
herds, and three times -the Number, as the Turks, and 
Greeks which are in theſe parts) live moſt in Tents,-re- 
moving their Tents and Herds. according to the ſeaſon 
of the Year. . In the Summer time they are up in the 
Mountains, and in the Winter they are in the Woods 
by the Sea fide, being more or leſs Tents together. 
"There are a ſort of thefe &/baneſes which have a great 
Village called Sy/emar, as the Mountains have the fame 
Nanie. Theſe Albenc/es haye often Rebelled and kept 
themſelves:up in. the Mountains, doing much miſchief 
by Robbery.”

The Tarks having the Caſtles at the Entrance into the 
Gulph, the Chrytjavs had no hopes of Relief, ſo were 
forced to yield themſelves up to their Merey, who 
gave rhem. free feave to depart, In the time of 
War wih the Yenetians the Briganteens of this place 
were a continual Plague to the People of Zant, and 
Ceffalonia, A Famous Corfare of this place called Du- 
rach Beigh, went with Eleven Briganteens and in the 
Night time Landed at Cherri, on the South part of the 
Iſland of Zanrt, taking away above 200 Slaves, 
and at Day break appeared before the Port of Zant 
with Colours flying, and firing his Guns, gave them 
notice of his Prize, almoſt as ſoon as they had' the 
News by Land ; fo got fafe to his Port with this great 
Succeſs. The day betore was a ſolemn Feaſt kept at 
Cherri, and many People came from the City of Zant 
to pay their Devotions to the Panaija there. Since 
the Peace with the YVenetians, they go upon the Coaſt of 
Apulia, and take poor Countrey-men, bringing then 
to milerable Slavery: The City of Lepanto hath the 
whole trade of the Gulph, here being the Cuſtomer 
who takes his Duties on all Boats that go in or out. 
The plains are very pleaſant, at each ſide of the City, 


with many Olive-trees, and Vine-yards. To the m_ 
war 
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ward of the City about a quarter of a 'Mile-ont of 
Town, there is a great Spring which guſheth out of 
@ Rock at- the ' Foot of a high Mountain ; it divides into 
ſeveral Streams which makes ſome Iflands, theſe 
Iſlands are moſt cut ſquare, which are covered by vaſt 
high Plane-trees, that ſtand very thick, and ſo, as at 
Noon-day it is ſhady all about the Spring. In the Sum- 
mer time here are continually many Turks, bringing 
their Victuals with them, and tarry moſt part of the 
day. About Fifteen Miles from heace, upon the ſame 
ſide of the Gulph, Nands a ſmall Village called YVitre- 
#izza, near unto which Sir Giles Eaſtcourt was Buried, 
travelling in non.” with Mr. Francis Vernon; and 
in his way towards Mount Parnaſſus, Sir Giles com- 
plained in the Morning, but would not be perſwaded 
to tarry at Lepanto, hoping it would paſs : . he called 
to his man to help him down, and in lefs,then half an 
hour he Dyed, and was Buried with the aſſiſtance of 
Greek Prieſts, who live in Vitrenizza. 

There are two Caſtle at the Entrance of the Gulph 
of Lepanto: One is on the Morea ſhore, the other on 
Rumili; the Enterance between them is not above a 
Mile and a half, nor can any Ship paſs without danger 
of being ſunk, there being ſeveral Guns in cach Caltle 
which lye level with the Water. The Caſtles alſo ſtand 
very low. | 


ESITAMALICD 


Is a large Town ſtanding ina Bay, which hath lying 
before it,  two' iſlands that, keep off. the majn force of 
the Sea. From | the Eaſtern part at the Entrance of 
the Bay up to the Town, is a Peſcaria or Fiſhery,it being 
very thallow, and the bottom muddy, with Weeds ; 
but that part to the- Northward of the Town is very 


deep. No Boats of any Burthen can come within a 
Me 
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Mile of the Town, nor into that part above it. They 
have abundance of Monoxylos, or Cannows, which 
paſs through narrow Channels; with theſe they carry 
all theix Goods to, and from the Town. The Inhabt- 
tants are Greeks, no Turks living with them, except 
ſome of the Cuſtomers Officers, the Cuſtomer himſelf 
living at Mezzalmzi, a place about ten Miles diſtant, 
upon the fide of this Bay. Both theſe Towns are well 
Peopled: Neither of them have any Fortification ; 
no Enemy can come by Water to annoy them. On 
the Eaſtermoſt Iſland is a ſmall Chappel called St. S9#z, 
againſt which Ships do Anchor when they come to 
load. Their Loading is brought from the Town to 
this INand with Monoxylos, from whence it is carried 
aboard in the Ships Boats. | 


H E Inhabitants of the Morea, are Turks, Greeks, 

Albaneſes and 7*Zackonians. The Turks for the 
moſt part live im, or under the Command of Caſtles, 
and at their Farms in the Country (where they ſome- 
times arez ) they have Towers built about Thirty Foot 
high, the Door of which is about ten Foot from the 
ground ; againft which a Wall with Stairs is built, a- 
bout five Foet from the Tower, to which Wall a 
Draw-bridge is let down from- before the Door where 
they enter : 'tis every Night drawn up to ſecure them 
from Pirats ; ſome have: only a Ladder, which they * 
takeup into the Tower. There is a continual Watch 
in the Summer time, all along the Sea Coaſts. Of 
Turks*there'are not abave 30000 Inhabitants ; the 
Chriſtians are ' three times as many. The Greeks have 
free Exercile of their Religion. Their Pricſts are very 
ignorant ; ſcarce any underſtanding the old Greek; 


nor are they fo Superſtitious in their worſhip to Pictures, 
C 4s 
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as thoſe who live under the Yeretians. They have 
ſeveral Monaſteries. Near unto Yoſtiza is one, which 
is called, La Madona di Spiglia, it being at the fide of a 
Mountain in a large Cave, where there is a Church, in 
which is the Picture of the Virgin MART, which*{ they 
fay ) was brought hither from Con/tantinople, by Angels 
at the time when the 7urks took that Ciry. There 
was another Madona near Mifithra, which did many Mi- 
racles; and every Year great numbers of Greeks flock'd 
from all parts to pay their Devotions to it. The Baſſha 
of the Morea having | notice, went to ſee the Cere- 
mony, telling the Prieſts he was deſirous to ſee ſome 
Miracle; they telling him it had done many, he or- 
dered one of his. Men to' bring him another Picture 
out of any Houſe, which being brought, he asked the 
Prieſts what difference there was betwixt thoſe two 
Pictures, they anſwered, that, that Picture which was 
in. the Church was a moſt Sacred thing. But the Baſjha 
cauſed a Fire to be made, and both Pictures to be put 
into it, ſaying, he would Worſhip that which eſcaped 
the Fire ; but both were burnt, and the Baſjha laugh- 
ing at their Superſtition, went his way. The Chriſtians 
live much better here than in 4fa. The vulgat Greek 
is the general Language, and there are few Turks but 
can ſpeak it. Every Town hath Greek Elders which 
they'-call Terondo's. : Theſe appear upon all Publick 
Matters, and levy Taxes on the Towns-People, pro- 
portionably to their Abilities. The Albaneſes are of 
the Greek Church. They generally live not in Towns, 


| yet have ſeveral Villages; one of which is very large, 


called Sy/emen. It ſtands in the Mountains near the 
City of Arcadia, which Mountains have the ſame Name. 
They live moſt in Tents, being for the moſt part Shep- 
herds. The 7'Zackonians are moſt in Towns, they are 
a very poor People, ſerving. as Porters, both. Men and 
Women carrying very great Burthens, There are alſo a 


great 
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great many Jews, who for the moſt part are Mer- 
chants and Shop-keepers, living but poorly ; the A4rhe- 
ian Merchants ſupplying mes of the Country with 
all forts of Merchandizes, and chiefly from Yenice. 
The 7urks are very rich in their Ctoathing here, their 
Veſts being moſt made with-fine Yeaice Cloth. 

The Merchandizes of the Morea, or Produt of the 
Land, are Olive-Oyl, Raw-Silk, Wax, Honey , Soap, 
Cordovan-skins, Sheep-skins, Butter, Cheeſe, Raiſons, 
Currans, Figgs, Wines, Wheat, Barly, Rye, Oates, dry'd 
Acorns ( which the Yenetians call Yalaxia, and which 
are uſed in 7taly for Tanning of Leather, as we uſe the 
Bark of the Tree, ) Fuſtick Wood, and Pernicoke Seed, 
which Seed is for Dyeing of Scarlet. It grows on a 
Shurb-Oak-tree, riſing at the ſtemm of the Leaf, like 
a Bliſter, ſomething: bigger than a Pea, out of which 
comes Duſt ( or Powder ) which being dry turns to 
ſmall Worms, which when quickned they kill with 
Wine. The Soyl of the Litid is very good. They 
Plow with two Oxen, and without Wheels, nor are: 
they at the pains to dung the Ground. They have ma»: 
ny Weeds, and the Liquorice Root is'very troubleſome 
being deep. They reap their:Corn much in the-man- 
ner as we do, but have no Barns. only Threſhing-floors, 
( which the Zarks! call: Chinn) They are on high 
ground, and open! to: the Winds. - Here they tread.it; 
out with Horles, ' which are made faſt toa Poſt, round 
which the Corn is put ; the Horſes trampling upon it 
make great diſpatch: with the Wind they cleanſe 
it, and fend it home to their Houſes; that which they 
intend. to keep they put into great Earther/Jarrs, apd+ 
' Baskets made- with flit Cages, - which Baskets are dawb- 
ed over with wet Cow-dung, which being well dryed,. 
gat only keeps in the Corn, but alſo preſerves it cool, 
| The Turks are uſually at theſe places with a- Watch, 
well Armed (if near he Sea ) all the time of rhe Fora 
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treading. 'They have great quantity of Graſs, but 


make no Hay , feeding their Horſes with chopt Straw 
and Barly ; = Litter them with Horſe-dung, which 


being dryedin the Sun, and ſhaken, falls aſunder, ang 
1s very ſoft. In the Spring they feed them with green 
Barly, tying one of their hinder-leggs to a'Stake, which 
they remove twice a day, keeping them to an allow- 
ance. - Beſides the Common Graſs, they have a ſort 
of Clover Graſs, which they give them Green, after 
their feeding on Barly, bringing it home to their Sta- 
bles. In Auguſt the common Graſs is uſually parcht 
and dry, which theretore they burn, and new ſoon 
ſprings up in its place. 

The Trees in the Woods are ſeveral forts of Oaks, 
Pine, Firr, wild Cheſnut and wild Pear. 

In. their Gardens they have Orange, Lemon, Citron, 
Pomegranate, Apricock, Peach, Plum, and Cherry- 
Trees ; Apples and Pears they have not many, nor are 
they ſo good as uſually they be with us; Cypreſs-trees 
and Wallnuts they are plenty. In the Plains near 
any Springs, are moſt ſtately Plane-trees, which are 
very ſthady. They have afl forts of Garden Herbs as 
we have, and great quantity of Musk-melons, Water 
Melons, and ſeveral forts of Gourds. | 

In the Month of December, they begin to make Oyl, 
continuing it till the beginning of 'March, or accord- 
ing as the quantity of Olives is. February, March, and 


April, are for making Butter and Cheeſe, alſo for ſheer- 


ing their Sheep. May and Jwre is the time for cutting 
their Corn. In June and July they are imployed in 
gathering Mulberry Leaves to feed their Silk-worms. 
Auguſt, September, and Ottober, are for gathering and 
drying their Currans, Figgs, Raiſons, Valania, Perni- 
coke Seed, and Tobacco ; alſo for making their Wing 
and taking up their Honey and Wax. 
Their of they put into great Earthen Jarrs, which 
are 
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are made of hard Clay, well baked in Furnaces, but 
not glazed, which therefore will not keep Water from 
ſoaking through them. Theſe Jarrs are ſent to Candy, 
and other places for Merchandize. To preſerve their 
Check they fift Earth, mix it with, Salt and Water, 
then wirh it Coat over the Cheeſe, which keeps it cool, 
but makes it very Salt. A great quantity of this Cheeſe ts 
yearly carried to Yenice : It ſerves the ordinary People, 
who ſometimes grate it upon their boyl'd Macaroons, 
and Rice, inſtead of Parmiſan. 

Though the Zarks drink no Wine, yet they take] New 
Wine and boyl it up to a Syrrup (which they call Bec- 
mez, and we call Cate, ) putting it into ſmall Jarrs, they 
drink it mingled with Water, for this they account 
to beno Wine. They call new Wine Shirs, and old 
Wine Shirab. 

Their Buildings are moſt of Bricks made of Clay, 
and chopt Straw, and dryed in the Sun. The Foun- 
dations of the Walls are of Stone, and Lime. Few 
Houſes are above two Story high; they are covered 
over with Pan Tiles. There are not magy great Houſes 
in all the Morea, the beſt being at: Napo/i, Miſfitha, 
and Corinth: Not -above three deſerve the Name of 
Serag/ios (as they call Palaces.) Fleſh and Fowl is plen- 
tiful, but Fiſh is ſcarce. The Air is very temperate ; 
there is ſeldome any Rain from April to Auguſt. The 
Winter is alſo very moderate, and laſteth not above 
two Months any- thing Cold: There is ſeldome any 


Snow in the Plains 
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A Deſcription of th: C1Ty of ATHENS. 


T is the Head City jn the Province of Arrica , 
| and ' was once the greateſt Miſtreſs of Learning in 
all Zxyrope. The Plain js abour Sixteen Miles Long, 
and Five Broad, being furrounde4 with Mountains, 
all but towards the South, where it is waſhed by the 
Egean Sea. The Olive-trees ſtand fo thick to the Weſt 
of the City that they ſeem to be a Wood, reachin 
Six Miles in Length, and Two in Breadth. ' Whilſt 
was there, a Tahrirge ( or Surveyor. } came down from 
Conſtantinople to Survey the Place ; he found above Fifty 
Thouſand Olive-trees in this Plain, and other places 
about the Ciry. There are ſeveral ſmall Villages, where 
are very pleaſant Gardens, which afford all fort of 
Fruit and Saleting, having Walks round them covered 
with Vines, of which there are two forts ; the one is 
in the Turkiſh Language called Barmakt Z/zumi, a lon 
White Grape; the other Fevenzh 7zxmi, a round Re 
Grape, both which growing in very large Bunches. 
Of the latter Mr. Yezr»o» weighed one Bunch which 
was near Four Oaks ( about Ten Pound Ezgliſh. ) Theſe 
Red Grapes are not ripe till September, then they cut 
them of and hang them up in their Houſes for Win- 
ter ſtore. Neither of theſe Two ſorts grow in Vine- 
yards. The Vine-yartls are planted molt betwixt the 
City, and the Sea. The City is now not above Three 
Miles about: Being Four Miles from Porto Lion, ( which 
formerly was call Pirea ) having a Caſtle to the South+ 
The Houſes are better built here than in any part of 


the Morea, moſt having lictle Courts, with high Walls, 
in 
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in which are Arches with Marble Pillars ; few Houſes 
above Two Story high: They alſo patcht up with 
the Ruines of old Palaces, and in moſt Walls are abun- 
dance of old Inſcriptions. The Governors are in the 
ſame manner” as they be' in other Cities under the 
Turks, The Greeks live much better here than in any 
. other part of Turky, (Scio excepted) being a ſmall Com- 
mon-wealth amongſt themſelves. They chooſe eight 
Magiſtrates, - who adjuſt all differences, and appear in 
all Publick Matters. Their Protector ( at the Port ) 
is the Grand Seigniors Chief Eunuch, who hath the 
diſpoſing of that Government. The City is not Walled 
about, but has Gates at the Streets end, which every 
Night are ſhut, to keep out Privateers, who often Land 
x, do much miſchief, Here is an Arch-Biſhop whoſe 
Houſe ſtands to the South Weſt of the Town, near 
unto the Mount Ariopagus : _ He lives in great eſteem 
amongſt them. Below his Palace towards the North, 
ſtands intire 'the Temple of Theſeus, which is a fair and 
large Buijgding, all of White Marble, having a Portico 
about it, with Pillars. The Temple is Seventy Three 
Foot long, and Twenty Six in Breadth : The _ 
of the Portico ( which goes round it,) is One Hundred 
Twenty Three Foot: It is now a Greek Church, and 
Dedicated to St. George. To the South Eaſt part of 
the Caſtle are Seventeen Marble Pillars, being the re- 
mainder of One Hundred and Twenty, on wuich the 
Emperor Adrian Imad his Palace: And upon ſome of 
the Pillars which ſtand towards the Eaſt, is to be ſeen 
part of. the Foundation. Theſe Piltars are of a pure 
White Marble, with blewiſh Waves , Schollop-work, 
being Fifty Foot in heighth, and Nineteen and a halt 
round. The Ground is very even about them, which 
they fay was formerly Paved with Marble. Cloſe to 
theſe Pillars Eaſtward:, is a ſquare Piece of Ground, 
Which is Walled in with a low Wall, being Green : n is 
| ept 
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kept very ſmooth and free of Stones ; at the South 

End cloſe to the Wall, is a place ( raiſed with Two 
Steps ) about Two Foot high, almoſt in Form of a 

Throne. In the time of their Byram, the Turks come 

to this place, where their Emam or Prieſt ( ſitting on 

the raiſed place) Preacheth to them, ſhewing them 

the Vanity of the World, the Greatneſs of their Em- 

perour, and the Valour of the Ottoman Forces, conclu- 

ding with a Prayer for the Grand Seignior, which is 

anſwered with Three Shouts from the Auditors , with 

a loud Voice crying, Amen. 

The Caſtle ſtands on a Rock, which is highand ſteep, 
having but one way up, and three Gates to paſs through 
into the Body of it : The Walls are much out of re- 
pair. The Scituation makes it ſtrong. This Caſtle 
ſtood almoſt in the middle of Old Athens: The Place 
moſt worth Obſervation in it, is the Temple of Mz- 
verva,which remains entire, being eſteemed ( by all who 
have ſeen it ) to be one of the Moſt Gloriqus Buildings 
in Europe. It is all pure White Marble : The Length 
of the Body of the Temple is One Hundred Sixty Eight 
Engliſh Feet, and the Breadth Seventy One: There 
are Seventeen Pillars at each Side, and Eight at the 
Front : The Circuit of the Pillars are Nineteen Foot 
and a Half: The Length of the whole Temple Two 
Hundred and Thirty Feet. The Temple is very dark, 
having only ſome Lights to the Eaſtward. The Greeks 
did Conſecrate; and Dedicated it 'to the Bleſſed 
Virgin. Since thar, the 7urks have perverted it with 
their Worſhip. The Turks have White-waſh'd the 
Inſide, notwithſtanding it is all of pure Marble. In 
and about Athexs, are Two Hundred Greek Churches, 
(moſt of which have been Temples) but not one quar- 
ter of them are now uſed. In the Plain and on moſt of 
the Hills, there are many ſmall Chappels. The Ruines 
are above. Six Miles w__ . of which the Reader 

may 
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may have full fatisfation by reading the Travels of 
Sir George Wheeler, who hath given a large and: true 
Account of this City. Some Geographers call it Set- 
tines, which name was never known to the Inhabi- 
tants; the Turks call it Atinna, and the Greeks Athine. 
The Air is very good. The Soyl rich. Ir hatha River 
to the South, clole by the Ruines of Adrians Palace, 
called /lliſus or Calleroy ; which is almoſt choaked up, 
and in Summer is dry. The Harbour of Porto Lione 
is very ſecure from the danger of any Wind, but there 
is no Fortification, ſo that it is frequented by Pyrats. 
In all the Villages and Country about Athens, the In- 
habitants are moſt Albaneſes; and they are here' more 
populous than in the Morea. It affords the ſame Com- 
modities: and all Proviſion is as reaſonable, but their 
Wines in general are not ſo good, 


The Iſland of Z ANT, formerly called ZACTNT H7?/)S, 


"Is under the Yenetians, lying about 15 miles from the 
South Weſt point of the Morea. The Weſt: part is all 
Mountains, and to the North Eaſt is another Mountain 
fonegr Scopo) between whuch it is very low land, fo as 

om the Southward at Sea it appears to be two Iſlands. 
The chiet Road hath the name of the Iſland. . The Town 
ſtretcheth.it ſelf above a mile along that Bay; | it is well 
Euilt, with Free-ſtone, but the Houſes are low, by rea- 
ſon of the Earth-quakes, which are very frequent. To 
the Welt, over the Town, ſtands the Caſtle, on a high 
and ſteep. Hill, and is a ſmall City in it elf: The Wall 
is above a mile about, The Governour is a Noble-man 
of Verice ; There is an /7talian Biſhop, and three /talian 
Churches :- Bur the Greezs (who are the chief Inhabi- 
tants( have a ProtoPapaand all Feſtivals are obſerved ac- 
cording to the old ſtile. In the Iſland is above 3oVillages, 
and more than 60000 Souls. . The Corn which grows 

here 
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here will not ſuffice above three months ; but in time of 
Peace with the 7arks, they are well ſupplied from the 
Morea , and in time of War Corn is brought from 
Apuglia, and other parts in the Gulph of Yenice. One 
year with another it produceth near 10000 Tun of 
Wine, 200 Tun of Oyl, and 2000 Tun of Currants ; 
and may be compared, for pleaſantneſs and richneſs, 
with any Iſland ( of its bigneſs) in the World. The 
Currants grow on Vines, _ ſpread themſelves on the 
ground like other Grapes : In July they gather them, 
and ſpread them on a very ſmooth part of ground , 
where they lye until they are. well iry'd, then they fall 
oft from the Stalks; ſo are carry'd and put into Ware- 
_— where they are kept till the Merchants buy 
them, 


STRAFAD A Iſlands. 


They are two ſmall Iſlands which lye about 20 miles 
from Zant, and 3o from the Morea:” On the bigger-iva 
Monaſtery well built, which hatha high Tower : There 
is about 40 Prieſts of the Order of St. Baſi/. They work 
the ground, and have all ſorts of Fruits and Sallating ; 
but their ſupply of Bread, Oyl and Wine, - is brought 
them from Zanr,. where they have poſſeſſions. They 
never eat Fleſh. When any Pyrats come to moleſt them, 
they ſhut themſelves up in the Tower of the Monaſtery. 
There is no Harbour for Ships, ſo as ſeldom any come to 
trouble them. 


PRODINO and SAPIENZ A Iflands 


Are not Inhabited, but afford ſecure Harbours for 
Shipping, eſpecially the latter, where the Yenetians often 
lye, to look out for Pyrats of Barbary, who uſe to 
cruiſe about Nauvareene, and Modon. 

SERIGO, 
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SERJGO, formerly called CYT HERA, 


Is under the Fenetians, and withſtood the Tarks Forces 
which Landed there ſeveral times ; the Inhabitants (who 
are Geeks ) retired to the Caſtle, which is ſtrong, yet 
the Turks my have taken it, but thought it not 
worth the loſs of his men, there being no good Har- 
bour for Shipping ; -nor is the Land fruitful, bein 
m-= Stony. The Governour is a Noble-man F 

enice. 
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
